1776 Continental Dollar, CURRENCY, Pewter. PCGS graded VF-30. Deep steel-gray and charcoal toning blankets each side of this well centered specimen. 
All details remain, however the center of the obverse is somewhat weak. Close examination with a loupe reveals a few minor scattered marks, but their effect is 
greatly diminished by the depth of the toning. This is the only Colonial coin that combines the large size (similar to that of a dollar) with the historic 1776 date, 


the year that the Colonies proclaimed their independence from the British Empire. Listed on page 81 of the 2007 Guide Book. (#794) 


1787 Fugio Cent, Cinquefoils, STATES UNITED. ANACS graded Details of Fine-12 Damaged, Severely Corroded. K-7T. A deep brown specimen fea- 


turing severe corrosion on each side.

S-189, B-3, 
R.2. A dark steel-brown example of this famous rarity, the single most difh- 
cult date to locate within the entire large cent series. Substantial detail 
remains on the portrait, LIBERTY, and most of the legends on the reverse. 
Both sides exhibit moderate corrosion and two gouges are seen on the 
obverse; one above Liberty's hair bow, the other on her bust. An attempted 
puncture is at the center of the reverse, as are a couple of tiny rim cuts at 7 
o'clock. Despite the aforementioned distractions, still a highly collectible 
example of this rare date. (#1443) 








44 1860 Pointed Bust. PCGS graded MS-63. Early in 1860, the Mint 
changed the obverse hub to increase die life. The so-called Type One or 
Pointed Bust was changed to the Type Two die with a more rounded bust. It 
is estimated about 500,000 Type One coins were struck before the change. 
This example presents a moderately toned appearance and a decent strike, 
especially on the reverse. Some of the feather details are a bit soft. Scarce and 
highly collectible. (#2056) 





40 1803 Large Date, Large Fraction. ANACS graded Details of VF-20 Cor- | 
roded.

Later in 
the year, the composition was changed to bronze, remaining thus until the 
end of the series in 1909.

1864 L On Ribbon. NGC graded MS-62 Brown. Smooth brown surfaces 
with the “L” clearly visible on the hair ribbon. An interesting, short-lived 


variety. (#2079) 





1877. PCGS graded Good-4. Nice medium brown color and fairly well 
struck for this key date. The surfaces are problem free and the rims are vir- 
tually complete save for a bit of softness at the top of Liberty’s head. The date 


is strong, as are the other devices, despite many years in circulation. (#2127) 





50 1909. NGC graded MS-65 Red. Always popular as a final year issue. Each 
side displays a rich reddish-golden hue and a bold impression. There are no 
distracting carbon spots. Only a couple of minor scuffs are noted in the left 
obverse field. (#2416) Ex: The Stephen ( vooper Collection. 





51 1909-S. NGC graded MS-61 Brown. Obviously Uncirculated with deep 
brown surfaces and a noteworthy strike. Always popular as the final year of

Struck from the die pair with a 
strong N in ONE; typically the lower right corner of that letter is weak and 
shallow on proofs as well as most circulation strikes. While this rare key date 
is somewhat more available in Choice proof than Choice Mint State, the cur-

Full red 
color throughout and well struck. The repunched mintmark is a later die 
state with the top of the first “S” less clear than seen on the initial strikings, 
but the heavy dot right of the center of the primary “S” confirms the variety. 
A few minimal marks on the obverse and a couple of flecks of carbon on the 
reverse rim away from an even higher grade, but certainly quite desirable so

The undermintmark is 
clearly defined on this well struck piece. Rich golden mint luster combines

An attractive Gem example 
of a date that becomes the most prominent key to the series in MS65 and 
finer grades. Lovely deep mint golden surfaces exhibit an enchanting blend 
of warm tan and honey iridéscence in a somewhat “woodgrain” fashion on 
the obverse. The coin holds up admirably to careful scrutiny; in fact we invite 
close-up inspection by potential bidders.

Well, the time has come, and the inspection of coins 
in bags has demonstrated that most of them are sufficiently nicked and 
marked that a grade such as MS67 with full red color, as seen here, is indeed

A review of price lists of 1930, compared to offerings of 1940, will show 
a great break-out in value of just about any date and mint considered to be rare, including the 1916-D dime. Unfortunately, by the 1930s, the opportunity to 
acquire Mint State specimens had long since passed. Therefore, the preservation of a beautiful piece, such as this, is a matter of mere chance, and seemingly did 
not happen very often.

Knowledgeable numismatists believe between 15 and 30 
proofs were struck for collectors utilizing one pair of dies. Some feel these are conservative estimates, as the two major services have combined to encapsulate 22 
specimens (10/07). This, however, can be easily questioned when resubmissions are taken into account. Of course, there are always examples (as this coin) that 
were certified by other services, or are still uncertified at all. Breen has noted that there were prooflike Uncirculated specimens masquerading as proofs. 


In any case, this is a remarkable survivor. It is deeply toned, as are several others this cataloger has seen, exhibiting shades of gunmetal-blue and deep steel-gray. 
Some other proof 1847 dollars exhibit striking unevenness, particularly on the reverse device, however, not the case with this coin. Each and every detail is sharp 
and fully brought up, possibly the result of a first (or very early) strike. Perhaps the grade is limited by the depth of the toning which serves to obscure some incon-

In a study of current population figures by both services combined, 
we find a total of only 27 1894-S dollars have been graded with DMPL sur- 
faces. Of course, there are others; this coin is in an ANACS holder. 


In years past, many DMPL dollars were struck at San Francisco. This effect — 
resulted from high quality planchets being impressed from either new or 
freshly maintained dies that had been polished while being refreshed. Unfor- _ 
tunately, 1894 is one of the years that saw very few coins released with deeply 
mirrored fields and contrasting devices. 


This is certainly a first strike piece with razor sharp detail, deeply mirrored 
fields, and mildly contrasting devices. Attractive purple and golden hues 
intermingle on each side lending a fully original appearance. The obverse is 
exceptionally clean and only a couple of very minor milling marks are seen 
on the reverse under close examination. Certainly a coin for the Morgan dol-

1921 Zerbe Proof. NGC graded Proof 65. In 1921, there were three proof 
variants of silver dollars: the Zerbe Proof, the Chapman Proof, and the matte 
proof Peace dollar. This coin is the version known as the “Zerbe” proof. It 
reportedly was struck for the noted numismatist, Farran Zerbe, who was dis- 
pleased when the new silver dollars of 1921 turned out to be a resurrection 
of the Morgan dollar type instead of the new Peace dollar that he had exten- 
sively promoted. The exact mintage is unknown but noted numismatists in 
the field have opined that number to range from a low of 20 to a high of 200 
pieces. Currently, PCGS has certified 80 “Zerbe” Special Strikes, NGC has 
graded 39 specimens as proofs. Of course, a number of these are likely resub- 
missions by collectors and dealers seeking a finer grade. Breen noted that 
most of the “Zerbe” proofs he had seen had been cleaned or scrubbed. 


Breen also offered some die characteristics of the Zerbe strikings, but be wary, 
as circulation strikes also exist from these dies: “Obv. Small die scratch up to 
r. from left tip of serif of left upright of second U in UNUM to border. Left 
base of first 1 above center of dentil, r. base of second 1 slightly r. of left edge. 
Central details far sharper than on regular uncirculated pieces. Rev. Very faint 
recutting visible on left upright of T in UNITED. Horizontal die file marks 
plainly within ribbon bows and at left and right of them; vertical die file 
marks at inner berries nearest to left base of N and T in UNITED. Eagle's 
breast feathers unusually sharp. Brilliant proofs as in 1904 and earlier years, 
carelessly made.” 


This is one of the finer examples thus far certified by NGC. Both sides 
impart a mostly brilliant appearance with notable reflectivity in the fields. 
Some light champagne-golden color is seen mostly on the reverse, and the 
details are razor sharp overall. A few scattered contact marks are noted on the 
obverse, but these hardly detract.

Quarter eagles and half eagles of the Classic Head type, from dies by William 
Kneass, were first made in 1834 and with that date, and made their debut in 
circulation in August.

Benton, these issues were popularly referred to as “Benton's Mint Drops.”

(9/07) population figures by both services, we find a total of 50 coins have passed through their hands, but, obviously, many of these are resubmissions by peo- 
ple attempting to achieve a finer grade. 


Each side presents a soft khaki-green appearance with subtle red-orange highlights, especially on the obverse, and the surfaces exhibit the typical Matte proof, 
coarse-grain finish.
